Sam Smith Builds 
Broadcasting Station 


Sam Smith celebrated New 
Year’s by going on the air with 
his new wireless station, by con- 
tacting amateur wireless station 
W.3.X.N., in Camden, N. J. 

Sam was recently granted an 
Amateur Wireless station license 
from the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion and he also has a first clas» 
amateur operator’s license. His 
sending and receiving apparatus 
is entirely homemade. The trans- 
mitter is a 15 watt out-put with 
a high voltage of 1,000 volts, as 
power supply, and has a range of 
4,000 miles. The call of the sta- 
tion is W.8.L.D.S. as authorized 
by the Federal Radio Commission. 
Sam has so far worked 15 sta- 
tions, the farthest being Birming- 
ham, Alabama. 

The short wave receiver has a 
verification card from V.K.3.W.A., 
in Young, Australia, which is 
about 12,500 miles from Grayling. 
This was the first short wave re- 
ceiver ever in Grayling. The sta- 
tion at the present time is on 
3,500 kilo-cycles 80 meters. 

These stations are valuable in 
time of disaster such as floods, 
cyclones, tornadoes, etc. During 
the recent earthquake in California 
communication was carried on for 
four days by stations such as 
this until other means of com- 
munication could be established. 
Nyland Houghton expects to have 
a station on the air in the near 
future ‘and both of the boys wish 
to become sea-going operators

N. Niepce produced the first perma- 
nent pictures in 1814. Louis P. 
Daguerre in 1839 made public the 
details of his daguerrotype process 
of sensitizing a silver plate with io- 
dine and developing with vapors of 
mercury the image produced on ex- 
posure. The centenary of Niepce's 
death was recently celebrated in 
France. His photographs were made 
on tin coated with bitumen cf 
Judea; this bitumen, which ts sol- 
uble in essence of lavender, becomes 
insoluble when exposed to light. 
After fourteen years of experiment- 
ing he was able to fix permanently 
the image of the camera on tin. For 
some years before his death Niepce 
was in partnership with Daguerre, 
and later Niepce's son Isadore joined 
Daguerre in his work.

HIS message of the President 

was addressed especially to the 
American people, A few days be 
fore he delivered another that was 
meant more for the rest of the 
world. It was his speech on Wood- 
row Wilson's birthday delivered at a 
dinner given by. the Woodrow WII 
gon foundation, and in it he vigor. 
ously attacked political leaders of 
other nations for frustrating the 
hopes of the people for world peace.
